Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  honour  and  pleasure  to  submit  for  your  consideration 
the  annual  report  on  the  Public  Health  of  the  Urban  District 
of  Dew  Mills  for  the  year  1956. 

As  judged  by  the  usual  standards,  the  Health  of  the  area 
hros  been  good  and  there  have  been  no  serious  e.pidemics.  The 
pc)pulation  of  the  Urban  District  in  1956  was  8,550,  a  decrease 
of  60  since  1955.  The  live  birth  I'ate  v/as  14.17  Pgu  thousand 
compared  with  16.09  iu  1955*  The  death  rate  of  14.17  per 
thousand  was  almost  the  same  as  that  for  1955.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  of  25.42  per  1,000  live  births  showed  an  increase 
of  5.2  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  total  of  three 
infant  deaths  occiired  within  the  first  twenty  four  hours  giving 
a  noo-natal  mortality  rate  of  25.42  compared  v/ith  16.9  for 
the  country  as  a  whole.  The  commonest  causes  of  death  were 
heart  disease  vaith  51  cases,  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous 
system  with  21,  other  circulatory  disease  v/ith  19  and  cancer 
v/ith  19.  USA  M1LL8  has  been  fortunate  in  having  no  increase 
in  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  during  the  past 
ioiir  years. 

In  connection  with  slum  clearance  it  is  the  policy  of  the 
Urban  District  Council  to  obtain  the  maximum  amount  of 
development  in  the  ‘centre  of  New  Mills,  and  as  old  property  is 
demolished  new  houses  v/ill  be  built  on  the  sites  to  provide 
accommodation  for  people  disx^laced  from  other  clearance  areas. 
During  the  year,  I5  bouses  were  officially  represented  to  the 
Council  as  individually  unfit  houses  under  Section  11  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1956.  In  respect  of  these,  5  demolition  orders 
and  8  closing  orders  were  made.  In  addition,  2  closing  orders 
made  in  other  years  v/ere  revoked  and  demolition  orders  substituted. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  a  survey  v/as  made  of  ‘the 
properties  in  the  Urbaii  District  which  were  not  connected  to 
the  Townes  water  mains  and  the  sufficiency  and  wholesomeness 
of  their  water  supplies  investigated.  It  was  found  that 
approximately  100  houses  (excluding  outlying  fjirms)  v/ere  supplied 
from  private  springs,  many  of  which  shov/ed  v.arying  degrees  of 
pollution.  Where  there  is  an  existing  r/ater  main  within 
reasonable  distance  of  the  premises  supplied  by  polluted  springs, 
the  owners  have  been  requested  for  health  reasons  to  connect 
their  prop-^rties  to  the  public  mains.  During  the  year  17  houses 
and  farms  in  Rowarth  Village  were  supplied  from  the  new  water 
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main  which  was  completed  in  1955* 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  in  collaboration  v^ith  the 
Bactcr iologist  at  the  Monsall  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester, 
carried  out  an  experiment  on  the  domestic  purification  of  water 
supplies  to  outlying  farms*  The  problem  of  disinfecting  small 
water  supplies  presents  many  difficulties  and  a  simple  and  safe 
method  is  required.  A  special  Berkefeld  filter  which  incorporates 
a  sparingly  soluble  disinfectant  and  has  sufficiently  snail  pores 
to  remove  suspended  bacteria,  was  tested*  The  experiment  showed 
jjhat  with  heavily  contaminated  .water  supplies,  although  the 
pollution  was  much  reduced,  it  was  not  entirely  eliminated  and  a 
few  faecal  coli  passed  tbirough  the  filter.  With  smaller  degrees 
of  pollution  the  coliform  bacilli  were  much  reduced  and  the  faecal 
typo  removed.  The  disadvantages  v\rere  the  slow  rate  of  delivery 
of  the  filtered  water  and  the  necessity  for  periodic  cleansing  of  th:e 
filter  candle.  The  filter  could,  v/ith  advantage  be  used  for 
domestic  purposes  whore  the  water  supply  shows  only  minor  degrees 
of  pollution. 

During  the  last  fev/  decades  there  has  been  a^marked  increase 
in  the  incidence  of  poliomyelitis  in  those  countries  with  high 
standards  of  living  and  the  need  for  effective  protection  has ^ 
become  an  urgent  public  health  problem.  Quarantine  measures  in 
the  past  have  not  been  successful  and  the  only  hope  of  prevention 
at  present  lies  in  vaccination  v/ith  a  Salk  -^type  vaccine.  The 
campaign  in  this  country  began  in  May  19^6  with  the  inoculation 
on  a  voluntary  basis  of  a  limited  number  of  children  born 
beWeen  19^7  and  199'^*  Vaccination  was  suspended  after June, 
1996,  during  the  poliomyelitis  season  (July  to  October  inclusive). 

In  Nev\[  Mills  in  May  and  June,  1990,  90  children  received  two 
injections  and  6  children  a  single  injection.  No  cases  of 
poliomyelitis  attributable  to  the  vaccine  have  occurred  in  the 
.area  and  no  maxked  reactions  have  been  reported  as  a  result  of 
the  inoculations.  A  detailed  assessment  of  the  degree  of 
protection  conferred  by  the  vaccine  used  in  May  and  June  was 
undertaken  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  wrhich  announced  its 
preliminary  findings  in  February  1997 •  It  found  that  the 
poliomyelitis  vaccine  used  was  able  to  give  a  degree  of  protection 
against  all  three  types  of  virus,  in  a  high  proportion  of  children* 
The  results  compared  favourably  v/ith  those  reported  from  other 
countries  and  were  similar  to  those  obtained  in^ America^ by  Salk. 
Although  it  is  too  early  to  assume  that  the  poliomyelitis  problem 
has  been  solved,  control  of  the  disease  now  appears  possible* 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  to  my  Chairman^  the 
members  of  the  Council,  the  Officers  of  the  Urban  District  and 
the  Staff  for  their  interest  and  support  in  the  working  of  the 
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Health  Department  throughout  1956.

Three  samples  of  ungraded  milk  submitted  for  inoculation 
in  April,  August  and  September  respectively,  showed  evidnece^  of 
tuberculous  infection.  Under  Section  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Regulations,  19^9?  notices  were  served  prohibiting  the  sale  of  the 
milk  until  it  was  heat  treated  in  such  a  v/ay  as  to  render  it  safe 
for  human  consumption.  The  area  Milk  Officer,  the  Divisionsl 
Vetorinery  Surgeon  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food,  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  y/ere  informed,  and  steps 
taken  to  detect  the  diseased  animals  responsible. 

After  elimination  of  the  infected  cows  the  notices  issued 
under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  were  withdrav/n. 
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Although  from  1st  October  1956,  New  Mills  became  a  Specified 
Area  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  ireas) 

Order  1956,  it  has  been  resolved  by  the  Council  that  the  practice 
of  submitting  samples  of  rav/  milk  for  bacteriological  tests 
should  continue  as  the  Order  does  not  apply  to  cream,

Section  47s  Pov\rers  are  given  under  this  section  for  the  removal 
to  suitable  premises  of'  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 
The  revised  procedure  v\rhich  is  incorporated  in  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951?  enables  the  Local  Authority 
to  secure  the  removal  of  such  persons  without  delay,  provided 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  another  registered  Medical 
Practitioner  apply  to  a  Court  or  single  justice  for  an  Order, 
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It  is  not  necessary  to  give  seven  days’  notice  to  the  head 
of  the  hospital  or  institution,  a  letter  from  such  head  that  the 
case  will  bo  accepted  by  him  being  sufficient  evidence.  An 
Order  made  in  this  v/ay  has  effect  only  for  throe  weeks,  and 
applications  for  renewals  of  the  Order  for  periods  of  three  months 
have  to  follow  the  procedure  laid  down  in  the  19-^8  Act.  In  1956 
no  action  was  taken  under  Section  47.  Although  some  cases  had 
to  bo  considered,  it  was  possible  to  make  alternative 
c'lrrangemonts. 


Section  SOs  Under this  section,  as  from  ^th  July,  1948,  the 
Council  became  responsible  for  the  bircial  or  cremation  of  any 
person  dying  in  the  District,  where  no  suitable  arrangements 
would  otherv/ise  be  made.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Urban  District  Council  is  the  statutory  water  authority 
for  the  District  v/ith  the  exceptiouK,  of  one  road  which  is  wathin 
the  statutory  area  of  Stockport  Corporation.  Prior  to  June, 

1933 >  Ide  Urban  District  Council  obtained  its  supplies  from 
a  number  of  small  sources,  mainly  disused  mine  workings, but 
since  that  date  the  greater  part  of  the  area  has  been  provided 
with  chlorinated  and  filtered  water  bought  in  bulk  from  Stockport 
Corporation.  The  aqueduct  frcm  the  Kinder  Reservoir  ef  Stockport 
Corporation  passes  through  the  district  along  tho_route  of 
A, 6013  snd  supplies  the  Ball  Board  Reservoir  off  Dowleightou' 

Road  by  gravitation.  From  this  covered  reservoir  the  v^rater  is 
fed  into  the  Urban  District  Council* s  supply  mains  in  Lowleighton 
Road  . 


A  small  part  of  the  area  obtains  its  water  from  ’  Mor lands 
Reservoir  which  contains  moorland  v^rater  chlorinated  and 
neutralised  but  not  filtered.  The  Mor lands  Reservoir  is  also 
used  for  storage  of  water  which  is  pumped  up  from  Ball  Beard 
Reservoir  whenever  the  Mor lands  supply  fails. 

When  arrangements  are  completed  for  the  Stockport  v/ater 
to  supply  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District,  the  Morlands 
Reservoir  will  be  lined  and  sealed  and  v/ill  serve  for  storage 
purposes . 

Some  outlying  farms  have  private  supplies-  These  are 
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potential  sources  of  pollution  during  the  manufacture  of  dairy 
produce • 

Apart  from  the  danger  of  drinl^ing  polluted  water,  the 
presence  of  harmful  bacteria  in  v/ater  used  on  dairy  farms  is 
undesirable,  as  they  may  reduce  the  keeping  quality  of  the 
milk  through  contamination  of  the  utensils.  Satisfactory 
hygienic  conditions  can  only  be  maintained  where  there  is  a 
v/h  ole  some  water  supply. 

Bacterioloprical : 

Of  the  53  samples  collected,  ^0  v\fere  taken  from  the  tov/n*s 
mains  supply  and  all  these  wore  satisfactory.  Tiventy  three 
samples  v/e re  taken  .  from  private  supplies,  seventeen  of  which 
were  unfit  for  domestic  purposes.  The  unsatisfactory  results

PREVALENCE  AI^D  CONTROL  OVER  IlL^'ECTIOUS  A1^FD 


The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  including 
Tuberculosis,  notified  during  19^6  was  67  compared  with  3I 
1955  and  111  in  199^. 
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DIPHTHERIA 

Por^the  seventh  year  in  succession  there  was  no  case  of 
diphtheria  in  the  Urban  District  of  Now  Mills,  and  there  has 
not  been  a  death  from  the  disease  since  1937* 

A  fo\7  families  show  little  interest  in  either  imiaunisation 
or  vaccination.  Never  having  seen  a  case  of  diphtheria  or  kno\m 
of  one  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood,  they  are  unable  to 
realize  that  so  dangerous  a  disease  exists.  Increased  efforts 
must  be  made  to  educate  these  faiTiilies  to  ensure  that  the  school 
population  is  comi')ieteiy  protected.  Since  protection  takes  about 
three  months  to  develop  and  as  young  children  are  in  the 
greatest  danger,  it  is  essential  that  they  should  be  safeguarded 
as  soon  as  possible.  A  few  parents  still  need  to  bereminded 
that  primary  immunisation  should  be  com^pleted  before  the  first 
birthday. 

POLIOMYELITIS 


Three  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  two  in  January 
and  one  in  xiugust.  The  first  two  cases  attended  the  same 
Sunday  School  but  it  could  not  be  proved  that  they  came  into 
contact  during  the  relevant  inocubation  periods.  All  were 
of  the  paralytic  type  but  have  made  a  good  recovery.  In  none 
of  the  cases  v/as  the  source  of  infection  traced. 

MEASLES 

A  total  of  31  cases  was  notified,  23  of  which  occurred 
in  December  and  heralded  the  expected  epidemic  in  1937 »  There 
v;ere  few  complications  and  no  cases  are  knov/n  to  have  been 
admitted  to  hospital. 

SC.iRLET  FEVER 


There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  notified,  17 
compared  with  6  in  the  previous  year,  and  4  patients  v\rere 
admitted  to  hospital. 

The  infection  v/as  fairly  evenly  distributed  throughout  the  year  • 
Scarlet  Fever  is  now  rarely  followed  by  grave  complications  and 
is  difficult  to  distinguish  from  other  forms  of  steptococcal 
infection. 

Vl/HOQPING  COUGH 

Very  few  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  reported,  a  total 
of  2  compared  with  3  iu  1933  end  9I  ie.  1934.  Neither  case  is 
knov/n  to  have  been  admitted  to  hospital.  Whooping  cough  in 
children  under  the  age  of  2  years  is  one  of  the  most  seiiaus 
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diseases  and  infants  should  be  protected  by  immunisation  as  soon\ 
as  possible,  preferably  before  6  months  when  the  fatality  rate 
is  highest. 

FOOD  POI SPUING 

It/o  outbreaks,  affecting  4  people,  wore  reported  during  the 
year  but  neither  was  confirmed.  In  the  first  incident  the  family 
refused  to  provide  specimens  of  faeces  for  bacteriological 
ezcariin :"tion  and  there  v/as  absence  of  confirmatory  evidence  from 
a  suspected  sample  of  food,  and  in  the  second  the  delay  of  16  days 
between  onset  and  notification  rendered  useless  attempts  to  trace 
the  source  of  infection. 

DYSENTERY 


Two  cases  were  notified,  one  only  being  confirmed 
bacteriologicnlly  as  a  case  of  dysentery.  This  v/as  of  the  Sonne 
type  v/hich  is  the  mildest  form  of  infection.

NON-NOTIPI/iBLE  IKB'ECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Apart  from  the  death  returns,  the  only  information  reg'^rding 
the  presence  of  non-notifiable  infectious  diseases  is  obtained 
from  the  returns  from  County  Schools.  During  the  year  59 
cases  were  reported,  58  being  from  primary  schools.  The  most 
prevalent  infection  was  rubella  which  accounted  for  52  cases 
and  of  these,  29  occurred  in  November,
